lesple were picked up near the -wreck, 
badly disfigured, having been almost 
blown into fragments. James Bla"don, 
.the flreman, was hurled sixty1 feet from 
the station , 'and although breathing 
faintly when found, he expired a few 
.hours later. 
None j>t the passengers 


were seriously Injured. 
was seriously Injured, 
svas hurled Into the station, which was 
being passed at the time, destroying 
tliat structure, and the huge boiler, 
weighing 
100 tons, 
shot 
forward 


through the air, striking the 
track 


ahead more than 300 feet from the spot 
where the explosion occurred.

empty trucks continued at their flfty- 
:mlles-an-hour gait until the boiler was 
struck. This ponderous mass of steel 
served as a bumper for the swiftly on- 
rushing train of Pullman sleepers and 
tourist cars, and it -was pushed for- 
ward through the gravel and ties for 
[twenty feet more before the train came 
Ito a stop. The tender, mail car, chair 
'car and two tourist sleepers were de- 
jrailed, and some of the 
passengers 


,were slightly shaken up, but the last 
•Six cars remained on the track with- 
out damage to them or Injury to their 
occupants. 


A panic -followed the sudden stop 


ping of the train, and it was with dif- 
ficulty that women passengers were re- 
strained from jumping headlong into 
the ditch. The track was cleared this 
Ttnornlng.

Fierce .flames 
that started from 


some unknown cause In the stables 
belonging to F. Cames & Company, 
large wholesale butchers, at the foot 
of Sixty-sixth street, raged for sev- 
eral hours last night, sending heavy 
clouds of smoke .over the city, burning 
to death eight head of valuable horses, 
and threatening for a time to wipe 
out entirely the entire Oakland stock- 
yards, and causing a loss of $15,000. 


The flames were discovered by Bar- 


ney 
Alden, a 
saloonkeeper widely 


known in the neighborhood, as he was 
returning home. The smoke was pour- 
Ing from the Cames stables, within 
which were stabled, 
besides 
eight 


thoroughbred horses, several 
hundred 


head of sheep. The flre was at the 
time of discovery, consuming the hay 
stored in large quantities In the loft, 
and. spreading rapidly throughout the 
structure. 
. 
An emergency cell was sent'at once 
to the Golden 
Gate .fire- station, on 
Fifty-ninth .street*, and to the Souhcrn 
Pacific Company./ Both responded al 
once, but 
before water 
could 
be 


brought' to the -flre the..whole pames 
barn was burning beyond, control, and 
the ^iaze hda spread to the adjoin- 
ing stables of U. M. Slater. Both were 
flimsy, wooden structures; and with 
several tons of hay,' burned with un- 
controllable fury. 


FLAMES CONFINED. 


Adjoining these stables are the E 
W. Corden tanner}' and a long row 
of 
wooden 
buildings. Across 
th1 


street the Oakland Meat Company has 
a number of sheds in dangerous prox 
Imlty to its main buildings. 
The ef- 


forts of'the firemen were bent solely 
on prevent Ing. the conflagration spread 
ing to these on either side, and thus 
becoming a general destructive holo 
caust. The task was rendered almos 
superhuman by an Insufficient water 
supply. 
There was* no means of ex 


tinguishing the blaze, as the available 
water was turned to preventing the 
spreading of the 
flre. 
leaving 
the 


Cames and Slater barns to burn to 
the ground. Had there been even the 
slightest breeze there would have been 
no hope of saving the district. 


TRY TO SAVE HORSES. 


An attempt was made immediately af- 
ter the discovery of the flre to save the 
horses confined in the Slater barn. The 
cries of the poor creatures as the smoke 
from the burning — 
llowly suf- 
focated thorn, and tho Intense heat, grew 
more and more unbearable, were hideous 
above the noise made by the workers. 
By the time men reached them, seven 
of the animals were dead, and the eighth, 
overcome with smoke and heat, was fall- 
ing.The sheep, of which there were several 
hundred, were in' sheds encircling the 
stables. They were driven out with dif- 
ficulty, just before the whole place broke 
out in flames. 


DANGER 19 OVER. 


It was not -until an early hour this 
morning that the danger was over, and 
the flremon were allowed to end their 
labors. The buildings were razed to the 
ground, the flre having been allowed to 
burn Itself out. The many tons of hay, 
however, are still smoking and smolder-

.words, and he declines to talk further regarding his plans to bring

• is able to say something which has not already been said in some 
|other form. He believes that he has now reached' the p6int where 


I all has been said which can salely be made public before evidence 
is placed before the Grand Jury, and he is plainly Averse to giving 
•the appearance of seeking mere advertising or cheap notoriety. 


"What the public wants of me is results, and that is what I 


am going to give them," he said today. "I do'not Jcnow that the 


; charge oE fraud in the recent election will be.taken up first by the 
Grand Jury," continued Mr. Heney. "If there is anything in it 
there will certainly be an invesigation, but, as^a matter of fact, I 
have not seen Oliver since the day he was selected foreman of the 
' Grand Jury. He is hunting for a place for the body to meet, and 


j nobody should be better able to do so, as he has been in the real 
estate business and is thoroughly familiar with the resources the 
city affords." 


JURY LEADER SPEAKS. 


• SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 12.—"I am 


• a citizen of San Francisco. It was my 
birthplace; and I have lived here all 
rmy life;—fifty-two years. Her best In- 


• terests are of first importance In my 
eyes, and I shall not shirk any duty 
'that Is for her welfare. Until our work 
is finished I shall devote my entire 
time to It. My business will have to 
:do without me." 


In this manner B. P. Oliver, fore- 


man of ths grand Jury that will have 
the duty of probing Into the mas,s of 
graft and rottenness of the municipal' 
'government, stated 
his 
Intention of 


performing his civic duties. 


"As to anything concerning the 


•work of the grand Jury, I have taken 
fin oath of silence, and I shall keep It. 
No, I shall not discuss either before, 
or after, we may make our findings, 
anything concerning them outside of 
the grand jury room. This may be an 


;extreme stand to take, but I am the 
veriest tyro In this business, and must 
be guided by my own sense of the 
right." 


Oliver stated late last evening that 


as yet he had been unsuccessful in 


r finding suitable rooms In which the 
/grand Jury may hold Its sessions, al- 
though he had spent considerable time 
in the search. 
He will probably put 


the machinery of his business office at 
work tomorrow, and expects to find 
quarters very soon where the body may 
work without danger of interruption. 
He had expected to be able to find 
rooms In the Flood building, but was 
disappointed. 


Oliver takos his new Job very seri- 


ously and says he believes every citi- 
zen should do the same. 


"Do not think," he said, "that be- 


cause I say I will not talk about any 
of the work «f the grand jury that 
I shall not always be glad to see the 
newspaper men. And"—here his tone 
became Impressivi 
shall welcome 


as a brother: ajiy one, who can furnish 
us any help !.whate,ver; in our .work. 1 
believe that:everx cltlzBTi:in San Fran- 
clsco Is Just '.'as- much7bqund- to help In 
any way he can-as are.the'hanatul of 
men who have • been ch'osen to serve 
on the Jury. Any person 'who comes 
to us In the best Interests of the city 
has my solemn promise of all the pro- 
tection that la within my power." 


TIME NO BARRIER, 


To a number of questions bearing 


remotely on the work of tha Jury, as 
for Instance, whether or not- the Jury 
would hear any evidence today, Oliver 
enigmatically'answered: '.'I cannot tell. 
I have no Idea how long It will 
take to complete our,work. As I said 
before, I have had n'o experience what- 
ever In this kind of work, never having 
served on a grand Jury, and only once 
before In my life having been Impan- 
eled on a petty Jury. It makes no dif- 
ference to me, however, how long\Jt 
takes, we will stick to It until we have 
done all that can be done. This ts to 
me a more Important thing than per- 
sonal business." 


Being asked If he was personally ac- 


quainted with the members of the body 
over which he Is to preside, Oliver said: 
"I believe I have known nearly all of 
them by sight." 


To the question: "Do you feer that 


you know them well'enough to 
feel 


sure of all of them?" he replied: "I 
cannot tell." 
; 


Only once during the Interview'did 


Oliver let slip a statement that would 
Indicate his belief In the charges that 
have been made against the municipal 
officers. In response to an expression- 
of doubt as to whether or not Assist- 
ant District Attorney Heney and De- 
tective William J. Burns really had 
any convicting evidence, despite the 
assertions that have been made, Oliver 
said, and with some emphasis: 
"If 


Heney and Langdon can not make 
good what they have said they can, 
they ought to be run out of town."

on "Unquenchable 


Lights." 


Rev. Hubert E. Burgess, pastor of the

a sermon on "Unquenchable Lights" be- 
fore a large congregation Sunday even- 
ing. The pastor said: 


Jesus used common subjects to Illus- i 
trate truth. He called his followers the,! 
light of the world. Christian character, 
therefore, should be constant, and -not 
subject to extinction, even temporary. 
It must be capable of adaption to cir- 
cumstances. When shut off by sickness 
or duty from the use of books or as- 
sociation with other Christians, 
their | 
light should resemble that of the candle, 
which contains within itself all necessary 
resources for producing a simple, steady 
flame to the end of Its existence. 
When traveling we carry a Uintern. 
which protects the light from gusts of 
wind and accidents. Likewise, Christian 
character, away from home, should be 
capable of resisting temptations to In- 
temperance and dissipation. 
In homes where lamps are used they 
must be filled and trimmed. The Chris- 
tian life must be filled with the spirit of 
God and kept trimmed of selfish Indul- 
gence*. There are two kinds of lamps, 
however, against which we should take 
warning. 
Since the alcohol lamp /gives 
a very bad light, the Christian should be 
a total abstainer, and as smoky lamps 
obscure the light, so Christians who 
smoke cannot shine so brightly as they 
should. 


Gat, 
.-which Illuminates many places of 
business, becomes a deadly poison when 
allowed to escape unused. Likewise the 
nominal Christian, who does not manifest 
the principles of his religion in business, 
not only fails to' shine, but be becomes a 
menace to society. 
The electric light is. perhaps, the most 
approved, but It Is subject to conditions 
which make It unreliable. 
If the least 
thing gets out of order the light goes out. 
There are professing Christians -whose 
lives abound in good work as long as 
everything runs smoothly, but let the 
least friction arise In the form of unkind 
criticism or persecution and their Chris- 
tian activities cease. Jesus could not In- 
clude' such men among those whom lie 
characterles as the light of the world.

She also stip- 
ulated she was to be permittoJ to trim 
the gum trees that separated the prop- 
erty ao that her view would not be ob- 
structed. 
Thirdly, she stipulated that 
the Prather survey was to serve as a 
description of the property sold. In her 
complaint Mrs. Ballard alleges that Ti-

Alaskan <x>ast, Captain Cook heeded h:i 
vessel for Point Barrow, the extreme 
northerly point of land on this homiH- 
phere. Vhlle unloading supplies for tie 
missionaries at the point, the ioe swoop- 
ed down and held the vessel so tight- 
ly In Itt clutches that It 
wa» 
Im- 
possible to escape, and,, fearing that 
the 
vessel would be wrecked should 
storm -n>me up, Captain Cook ordered 
that It lx abandoned. 
That his judg- 
ment m-an correct was shown thresdavs 
later when the vessel was thrown high 
on the bt<ach and pounded to pieces. 
Captain and Mrs. Cook and five mem- 
bers of the crew took Quarters at the 
home • of the missionary. Rations woi-e 
low and there was no firewood.

the vessel had 
been 
abandoned Mrs. 
Cook had taken a cat and a canary bird 
ashore with her.v. The cat did not 11'* 
long. The does of the natives were par- 
ticularly ravenous and the cat died ui 
unnatural death on the third day on 
land. The canary bird fared better .and 
is now singing at the Cook home at 
1008 Central avenue. 
The bird became 
so tame that - It now eats out of the 
hand of Its mistress and Is given the 
freedom of the house. It has never at- 
tempted to fly am-ay. 
The winter at Point Barrow was par- 
ticularly severe and a small stov* that 
had beer taken from • the vessel served 
to keep the captain and hi* wife warm 
when it was €6 degrees below zero. The 
wood from-the wrecked vessel served as. 
fuel and Captain Cook spent most of l.ls 
time In tawing It Into pieces to fit tb» 
stove. 
From October until August of 
tl.le 
year, Captain and Mrs. Cook lived at 
Point Barrow, hemmed In by the Ice and 
fearing to take the trip overland. 
It 
was a* happy day when on August IS 
the natives rushed to the home of the 
missionary and told that the revenue 
cutter 
Thetis 
had arrived. 
Captela 
Hamlet, the commander of ths cuttnr, 
generously ottered to take Captala Cook 
and hU wife to Nome. 
The Invitation 
was accepted and after arriving In Nora* 
the hom<» trip te Alameda began. 
Mi-s. 
Cook did not forget the canary and It 
now flutters about her home to remind 
her of the hardships of a long year in 
the Arctic cone, hemmed In by ice and 
never knowing If the provisions would 
hold out until a boat 
arrived.

Cook is ready for another? trip and hat 
no fears of the awful solitude of a year 
spent where but few whites have ever 
been.

Oakland's continued expansion is as phenomenal as it is unpre- 


cedented. At no period in its history has its growth approached that 
of the present time. Not a day passes without the initiation of new 
improvements in some part or other, and, in all directions, scenes of 
great activity in building are in evidence. 


The character of many of the structures in course of erection 


and of others, for the laying of whose foundations preparations are 
being made, is strictly modern and substantial.

'locrs on Wednesday and Saturday evenings till 9 o'clock to receir 
deposits of workmen, those being the pay days of most factories 
Thousands of workmen receive their pay at noon on Saturday in Oak 
land, but the banks are just as prompt to close at noon on that day 


If the savings banks of Oakland would keep open Saturday even 


ing to receive workmen's deposits, I think they would see a stibstan 
tial gain in that line of business and a lasting benefit to thousands o 
Oakland citizens.

To find a way to play baseball at home \ 
a* long: been the ambition of every I 
patriotic American boy. 


Any boy who can shoot a marble can 
lay Indoor baseball. The "field" should 
36 a bed or large table, wlfti pillows or a 
HB of books or boxes tor a "backstop." 
An old sheet with a diagram of the dia- 
mond In chalk or Ink stiould be spread 
upon the bed or table, .tb« diamond at 
ne end and the outfield at the other, 
« an real grounds. The bases should be 
wo teet apart, marked by round spots 
n the sice of a silver quarter, and ttie 
iltcher's box should be & foot

NO PLACE FOR "GAMBLING. 


Gambling in baseball has no place. 


It means suspicion for the playerfr 
distrust for the umpires, contempt for 
the owners.

Chicago were not slow to yelp 
about "thrown games" and similar rot 
which everybody that knows baseball 
knows is the veriest piffle, not worthy 
of consideration.

When Dlckson died, Montgomery learn-

SAIL FROM HONOLULU TO 


SAVE GKSPIPE MURDERER 


Relations of Siemsen on High Seas— 


Prisoner Visited in Cell by Women, 


Who Leave Him Flowers. 


BAN FHANCISCO, Nov. 12.—Relatives 


of John Siemsen, leader ot the gasplpe 
murderers, have sailed from Hawaii for 
San Francisco to engage counsel 
and 


otherwise assist In his defense. 


Siemsen had already heard of their 


coming from 
Hawaiian 
friends 
when 


seen In his cell at the Bush-street sta- 
tion last night 


"I do not know what good they can 


do," he said, "but I'll let them do what 
they please. It's years since I've apoken 
to any of my relatives or family, but 
I'll be glad to see them, even though It 
is only through the bars of a cell " 


Siemsen throughout the afternoon af- 


fected to be as debonair and buoyant as 
usual. 


The dumps into which he was plunge* 


on Saturday had} disappeared, and while 
Lo*uis Dabner, his accomplice, had a far- 
away look and acted as though aching 
for human sympathy, Siemsen was re- 
ceiving callers and practicing his avow- 
ed philosophy of making: the best of 
things. 


A certain class of women aro begin- 


ning to take an Interest In Siemsen, and 
before his trial It Is promised from su- 
perficial summary that he will develop 
into an object of misplaced 
feminine 


sentiment. 


WOMEN GIVE FLOWERS. 


A dozen or more persons called on him 


yesterday out of pure curiosity, and at 
least half of these were women. Three 
women gave Mm flowers and went out 
of their way to offer him sympathy. 


"I don't know any of these dames," 


he said after they were gone, "but they 
all spoke nicely to me 
One of them 


said she was Martha "Wishinger, a mis- 
sionary \vorkor, and that she thougrnt I 
shouldn't pass a Sunday without being 
put in mind of prayer. I think she said 
she came from the Penlel Mission, but 
I didn't pay much attention to it at the 
time. She was comforting to tulle to. 


"Talking about prayer, I don't go 


much on it. I have my soft spots like 
other men, though, am not the feel- 
Ingless person that some are tryln? 
to make me out. 


"A lot of wrong things are being 


said about me. I realize that it is use- 
lass to protest—that I'm bound to get 
the worst of it once I'm placed in tlje 
position I now am," said the weaken- 
ing criminal 
"I think it would be 


a little better for everybody, however, 
if more truth about me was told. My 
career, like every man's career, was 
an accident 
I'm what I am from no 


inherent fault. You can talk as much 
as you like about early influence ami 
all that kind of thing, but I don't be- 
lieve in it. 
I'm. not trying to excuse 


myself In saying this 
I'm simply ex- 


t plaining 


"The stories that are going around 


as to why I did this and why I did 
that have no foundation In fact. 
1 


simply slipped Into this place like an- 
other man Blips Into a pulpit or a 
berth m'a railroad shop or behind a 
plow out In the fields. It all hart to 
happen, and I'm reconciled to every- 
thing. I've never boasted of holding 
up 
men 
or killing them. 
Why 


should I? 


PAS9ES IT UP TO DABNER. 


"As I've said before, I always knew 
that I would eventually be caught 
once 1 continued in following up the 
game that landed me here. Dabner 
used to try and make me believe 
that It was simply a matter of cl«ver- 
noss to,escape arrest. I always used 
to tell him he was wrong and that 
cleverness had nothing to do with it. 
The man who breaks rules framed by 
other men stakes out a claim for 
himself that can't be worked. 


"The whole thing with me was this:' 
I wanted something that I didn't have 
and made up my mind to have It, no 
matter who suffered. I'll admit this 
was selfish, but I didn't caro any- 
thing about that end of it. My busi- 
ness was to get what I wanted. 
I 


wasn't a great while away from home 
before I made up my mind to risk 
everything on the turn 01 a dice, and 
I did that continually until I landed 
here. 
I have nothing to complain 


about I had a long run for my money- 
and If I had been more lucky I'd be 
still playing the game. 
"I have blamed some people for the 


deal they gave my father and other 
relatives, but that's only natural. They 
ware wrong, and deserve to get the 
hooks for what they did, but they 
couldn't help It any more than I could 
help what I did. It was all to hapepn.

On arriving there the visitors were met 
by King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
and most of the royal family, Including

Erie Railway Men, However, 


Will Receive Any Counter 


Propositions.

NEW YORK, Nov. H.—Grand Chief 


Hannahan of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen, In speaking last night 
of the strike vote now being taken by 
the Erie firemen, whose demands were 
refused by the railroad officials, «ald: 


"From my observations at this end 


of the line, I am certain that the vote 
for a strike will be unanimous. 
It Is 


not usual to make public the fact that 
a poll on the question of a strike Is 
to be taken, but we think It only'fair 
to shippers and others whose Interests 
would be affected by a strike, should 
a strike be decided, they know exactly 
how matters stand, so as to be pre- 
pared, 


"We have not been looking; for a 


strike, but'anyone who knows the 
hours of work on the railroads, and 
the long strain on the men, coupled 
with the low wages, will realize that 
our demands are very moderate. We 
want to be as fairly treated as men 
In other vocations. 


Among the railroad men at the 


Grand Central hotel, where the union 
conferences are In progress, the hope 
Is expressed that the Erie company 
will avoid trouble by making a coun- 
ter proposition. Such a proposal, it 
was said, would receive due consider- 
ation and would be replied, to, even 
though a strike vote was In and had 
be** counted.
